Their Lordſhips vpon weightic reaſon of State, doc heereby reuoke andannull rhe ſaid Order, and doc giueliberry 
onely to the Companie of the Merchants Aduenturers (and not to any other Companies of Merchants) roconuey 
their owne Letters and Diſpatches onely by a Meſſenger of their one chooling into Forraigne Parts, wiz, to the City 
of Hamborgh and Towne of Delfh , where the Staples of Cloth are noxy ſerled, or to ſuch other placeor places whither 
the fame {hall heercafrer happen to bee remooucd : Which Meſſenger is Iikewife to enter into ſufficient Bond with 

ood [uretics, to His Maicſtics v{c, to bee takenby the Clarke of the Councell attendant, not to carry or conuey any 
other Letters, but thoſe onely which concerne the ſaid Companie of Merchant Aduenturers. | 

And that che ſaid Meſſenger ſhall! not keepe any publike Office,or hang vp any Tables, or weare any Badge which 
arethe Characters and Markes of a publike Polt-malter, and which are to bee allowed onely to the {aid Matthew de 
Queftor , as being Polt-maſter Generall for forcigne Diſpatches , by approbation of the State, and Letters Parents 
from His Maicltie, as aforcſaid. 

And it is further heereby thought tir, and ordered , that all other Companies of Merchants, and cucry of them, 
ſhall ſend theirLetters and Diſpatches by the ſaid Marthew de Queor onely, as heretofore they haue been accuſtomed; 
Heereof as w:ll the ſaid Merchants Aduecnturers, andall other Companics of Merchants, and euery of them , are to 
take knowledge, and toconforme themſclues, as they will anſwere the contrary ar their perils. 

Prouided ncuertheleſſe, according totheaforeſaid Order of therwo and tventiethof N oucmber laſt , that the ſaid 
Companie of Merchant Aduenturers,docacquaint His Maieſties Secretaries of Stare, from time to time, wharperſon 
they (hall make choice of to bee their Meſſenger , that in caſe they ſhall tinde iult cauſe to except againſt che choyce 
madeby the ſaid Company , thatthen the Company ſhould proceed to the election of ſuch other as may bee with- 
out exception. And prouided alſo, thatin times of Warre, and danger to the Stare, the ſaid Company of Merchant 
Aduenturers,and all other Companies of Mcrchants,doe acquaint the Secretaries of State, from time to time (if they 


ſhall require it) with their ſaid Letters and Diſpatches into forcine parts.
